The Miniſter 
and the Priſoner both kneeting down, the Service of the Chureh 
was read, ſuitable to ſuch an occaſion, the Priſoner behaving him- 
ſelf very Devoutly, ſocn after another Divine did joyn with 
them : Prayers being ended (whichcontinued near halt an hour 
the Priſoner Addrefled himſelf to Sir Fr:ncis Child, one of the 
Sheriffs; and gave him-a Paper, telling him, That what he had 
thought fir to ſay, he had committed to that Paper, and that but 
one Perſon, beſides himſelf, knew the Contents of it, and defi- 
red him to diſpoſe of it as he ſhould think fir : He thanked the 
Sherift for his Civility to himat his Tryal ; and likewiſe, for that 
he had procured leave for him to be carried in a Coach, and deft- 
red him alſo to return his Thanks where elſe they were due ;
